Washington, May 5.—Secretary of 
Labor Wilson ruled today that 
membership in the communist 
party does not of itself constitute 
sufficient ground for deportation 
of aliens. 

In ordering cancellation of a war- 
rant under which Carl Miller, a 
German, was held because of such 
membership, the secretary declared 
that while extracts from the organ- 
ization’s platform indicated an ex- 
tremely radical objective, there was 
no evidence of intention to Nee 
force of violence toward organized 
government. 

The department of justice frankly 

, deplored the labor secretary's de- 

“elsion, Assistant Attorney General 
Garvan, in charge of raids on rad- 
ical elements, asserting that. be- 
cause of it all undesirable aliens 
could enter the folds of the com- 
‘munist labor party and be free from 
g0vrenment interference. 

Affiliation Dodge Seen. 

Since Mr. Wilson already has held 
that an alien could not be deported 
because of membership in the IL 
W. W., only, membership in the 
communist party now brings an 
alien within the purview of the 
law providing deportation for those 
affiliated with existing organiza- 
tions. that believe in or advocate 
the overthrow by force or violence 
of the government. 

Although Mr. Wilson declared 
that examination of their platform 
showed “some very substantial dif- 
ferences” between the communist 
and the communist labor parties,

as showing the intent of the party 
itself.” 

“Objective Radical.” 

“The tactics of the communist 
party in Russia,” he added, “can 
have no bearing upon the commun- 
ist labor party in the United States 
except in go far as those tactics 
are accepted or adopted by the com- 
munist labor party; nor can the 
statements made by prominent 
members of e party be accepted 
as the expressions of the organiza- 
tion unless the party by its own 
action adopts the statements. 

“Excerpts from the communist 
labor party platform and program 
indicates an extremely radical ob- 
jective, but there is nothing in 
them that discloses an intention to 
use force or violence or that is in- 
compatible with the use of par- 
liamentary machinery to attain the 
radical end it has in view. The 

belief in, teaching, and advocacy of 
the class struggle mass action, the 
conquest of political power, the 
dictatorship of the proletariat, so- 
' glalism, communism, the one big 
“union, shop committees, shop stew- 
ards, and other social, industrial, 
economic and political changes 
. mentioned in the communist labor 
party platform and program, how- 


ever reprehensible these things may 
be to the minds of any or all of 
our people, do not bring the or- 
ganization within the purview of 
the act as long as it does not pro- 
pose to use force or violence to-ac- 
complish the purpose. If the Amer- 
ican people are left free to discuss 
and decide the questions presenting 
theb selves for consideration from 
daysto day, uninfluenced by the 
threat of force or violence, they can 
Ye relied upon to protect themselves 
against —_ false philosophies, wild- 
eyed revolutions, or dictatorships 
of any kind.” 


“Flood Gates Opened.” 


Commenting tonight on Secre- 
tary Wilson's ruling, Assistant At- 
tor y General Garvan said it meant 
that “all aliens can enter the folds 
‘ef the communist labor party ana 
the overnment can . not 
them.”

Indianapolis, Ind., May 5—With 
only 215 precincts out of 3,387 in 
the state missing tonight, unoffi- 
cial returns from Tuesday’s state- 
wide primary show that General 
Wood with 80,478 votes in the re- 
publican presidential preference 
race was leading Senator Hiram 
Johnson, his nearest opponent, by 
8,416. Governor Lowden and Sena- 
tor Harding, the other two contest- 
ants in the race, were several] thou- 
sand votes behind. The vote for 
3,172 precincts was: 

Wood 80,478; Johnson 72,062; Low- 
den 36,341; Harding 18,777. There 
were no candidates for the demo- 
cratic presidential preference vote 
in Indiana. 

These figures represent the com- 
plete vote in 76 of the 92 counties, 
but does not include Marion (In- 
dianapolis) county complete, as 11 
precincts are still missing in this 
county. 

TInlesa instructed by the state re- 
publican convention, which. meets 
here next week, the Indiana dele- 
gation to the republican national 
convention, which will be chosen 
in the state convention by delegates 
elected in yesterday’s primary, will 
go uninstructed, as the state law 
provides that only a majority. of 
the votes cast binling on the del- 
egates.

San Francisco, May 5.—Additional 
returns from yesterday's _ presiden- 
tial preference primary continued to 
add to the majority of the delega- 
tion that will support Senator Hi- 
ram Johnson at the republican na- 
tional convention, The Johnson 
ticket led the Herbert Hoover ticket 
tonight, on tabulations compiled 
from 4,631 complete precincts out 
of 5,724 in the state, by 155,338 
votes.

The republican contest apparently 
settled, interest has turned to the 
strength of the democratic and pro- 
hibition votes.

Charges to the effect that the 
county is losing large sums of 
money annually by the failure of 
property owners to return their 
acreage outside of the city limits 
for taxation were made at the 
monthly meeting of the Fulton 
county commission Wednesday af- 
ternoon.

for taxation. Several cases were 
cited by the commissioners where 
acreage had remained in the same 
family for a number of years and 
had never been returned for taxa- 
tion until it was sold and the pros- 
pective buyer had the title fnvesti- 
gated when it was disclosed that 
no taxes had been paid on the land 
for a number of years. 

In one case it was found that a 
property owner had not returned 
his property for fifteen years and 
now the county, by law, can not 
enforce taxation except for seven 
years. ‘ 

After discussing the number of 
cases of this nature that have been 
"uneovered recently, it was decided 
to work out a guide book in order 
to account for all county property, 
which it was stated would mean an 
increased income to the county of 
several hundred thousand dollars 
each year.

“This defendant claims that he 
did not know that Dorothy was seri- 
ously ill. If that was so, then he 
could hardly be found guilty of 
gross negligence. What -he would 
have done had be known that his 
daughter was afflicted with diph- 
therie is beside the question. We 
are trying him on what he did, not 
what he would have done under oth- 
er circumstances. To convict this 
defendant you must find that he 
was guilty of gross and culpable 
negligence, amounting to a reck- 
less disregard for the life of his 
child.” 

Harold MacSherry, who summed 
up for the defense, said: 

“Who is to judge what is the 
Biker medical treatment to give a 
sick person? Christian scientists 
are authorized by the state of New 
Jersey to practice their faith, in 
just the same sense as are allo- 
paths, homeopaths, osteopaths—the 
men who cure with purple rays, an? 
all the rest. And they all dis- 
agree among themselves.

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CLEMENCY DENIED 
HOLLIS LANDERS 
BY THE GOVERNOR 


Governor Dorsey, after a thorough 
hearing, has refused to interfere in 
the case of Hollis Landers, young 
Jackson county farmer, sentenced 
to hang next Friday for the mur- 
der of Cliff Barber, Jackson county 
sheriff. 

Landers made a plea for commu- 
tation of the death sentence to life 
imprisonment and about 300 citi- 
ze of the section in which he 
dived petitioned the governor to 
show clemency in the case. The 
governor investigated all the cur- 
cumstances of the killing and an- 
nounced his decision in the matter 
Wednesday night. 

The ‘pfison commission a few 
days ago declined to recommend 
commutation of sentence.

The Coca-Cola company, in its 
answer, absolutely denies that the 
contracts made with the bottlers 
were perpetual and that the com- 
pany is required to furnish syrup 
to the plaintiffs “for all time at 
one price.” It also is denied that 
the contract conveys title to the 
adé@-mark “Coca- 
Cola,” or to the labels, designs, etc., 
used in the business. 

The filing of this answer is ex- 
pected to be the fifal step to be 
taken before the trial of the suits 
is begun before Judge Pendleton on 
May 17. 

The bottlers’ contend that there 
was never any suggestion by the 
Georgia corporation, purchased last 
September by the Delaware corpo- 
ration, that the contracts were oth- 
er than perpetual and that they 
had ,exclusive use to the _ trade- 
mark, etc., without limitation. This 
is denied by the Coca-Cola company, 
which avers in the answer: 

Deny “Perpetual Contract.” 

‘The whole course of conduct of 
the parties has been against a con- 
struction of this contract as being 
everlasting, and from time to time 
the Georgia corporation has tdken 
such action, in which petitioner has 
acquiesced, and its construction 


Pagainst such a conclusion has been 


positive and, decided. Defendants 
have always asserted complete con- 
trol over the trade-mark, and in 


rem doing have in most positive terms: 


repudiated any thought of the valid 
title to the’ trade-marks, the labels, 
designs, etc., being in petitioner, 
or anybody: else. 

- “Petitioner has never ciaimed any 
title in either the trade-mark, the 
labels or designs. Defendants deny 
that the contract so conveys titie 
to the trade-mark, labels, designs, 
ete., and further denies the trans- 
fer of any business to the petition- 
er. Defendants assert that if by 
any chance™the contract could be 
so construed, it would be in viola- 
tion of the laws of the state of 
Georgia and of the United States 
against restraint of trade.” 

The defendant company claims 
no injury is done the petitioners 
in attempting to terminate their 
contracts, asserting that they nad 
made, from a “small investment,” 
“sums of money running into many 
millions of dollars.’ Termination of 
the contracts leaves the persons 
who owned the bottlers’ stock “with 
enormous fortunes, which have heen 
made out of the contract now un-’ 
der consideration,” it is averred. 

Trade-Mark Registered. 

That the trade-mark “Coca-Cola” 
has twice been registered under 
federal laws, and that these reg- 
istrations are property of the Dela- 
ware corporation and remain “un- 


canceled and unrevoked,” is de- 
clared, and denial is made that 
rights-to the trade-mark ever have 
been “sold” to the bottlers. 

It is denied that Messrs. White- 
head and Thomas, who contracted. 
in 1899 for bottling rights, “con- 
ceived the idea of bottling Coca- 
Cola syrup,” and that the bottling 
process was instraumental in pre- 
venting substitutions. Further de- 
nial is made that the Whitehead- 
Thomas interests ran any risk in 
developing the idea of selling the 
drink in bottled form. 

Denying that the plaintiffs in the 
present litigation ever invested any 
money in bottling plants, the Dela- 
ware corporation declares they ac- 
tually retarded the growth of such 
Plants in their territory by pre- 
/venting their establishment unless 
upon terms advantageous to them- 
selves “without regard to the rights 
of the defendants.” 

Claim is made that the present 
controversy arose when the bot- 
tlers undertook to compel the Coca- 
Cola company to furnish syPup at a 
fixed price of 92 cents per gallon 
without regard to increases of*cost 
in labor or materials, and it is de- 
clared that no party ever took a 
similar position previously, within 
the defendants’ knowledge. 


Syrup Price Advanced. 


It is admitted that the Georgila 
corporation contracted with the 
W hitehead-Thomas interests to sup- 
ply syrup at $1 per gallon, with a 
rebate of 10 cents per gallon for 
actual advertising purposes. It is 
admitted also that the price of 
Syrup has been twice advanced 
since last September. 

The Delaware corporation claims 
the bottling plants have not been 
established solely for bottling Coca- 
Cola, but are “useful’’ ‘for bottling 
other products, as well. It is stated, 
however, that néw arrangements 
can be made with the bottlers, if 
the present contracts are ended. 
The answer states: “It is the de- 
sire of the defendants to aid the 
persons who own these planté upon 
fair and équitable terms, so that 
their business may not be impéded 
nor their plants injured. On the 
other hand, it is true that a middle- 
man who served no useful purpose 
and whose profit is an incubus upon 
the business will be removed.” It 
is pointed gut that the petitioners 
do not either actually own bottling 
plants nor handle any bottling 
syrup; neither does any syrup ac- 
tually pass through the petition- 
ers’ hands. 

The defendants declare the parent 
bottlers have sold advertising, pur- 
chased from the Coca-Cola company, 
to the actual bottlers at oppressive

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President Wilson. 
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DEMOCRATIC LEADER 
AND HITCHCOCK TALK 


Prospect of Veto for the 
Resolution Slows Pro- 
cedure — Action Sched- 
uled for Next Week. 


Washington, May 5.— Senator 
Knox, ‘of . Pennsylvania, today 
opened the republican fight in the 
senatg® for peace. Urging adoption 
of is resolution repealing the 
declaration of war against Ger- 
many and Austria, the former sec- 
retary of state, spoke for an hour 
and a half to a crowded chamber. 

There was a full attendance of 
Senators when Senator Knox be- 
gun his address and the galleries 
were fairly well filled. 

Senator Underwood of Alabama, 
the democratic leader, took a seat 
near the speaker and conferred oc- 
casionally with Senator Hitchcock, 
of Nebraska, 'the administration 
leader in the peace treaty fight, 
who took extensive notes for his 
reply, expected next week. 

Veto is Predicted. 

The peace resolution, which sen- 
ate republicans propose to substi- 
tute for the house measure declar- 
ing peace with Germany alone, was 
not formally brought before the 
senate, and after Mr. Knox’s ad- 
dress, other business was taken up. 

With a veto of the peace resolu- 
tion by President Wilson predicted 
by republican and democratic lead- 
ers, desultory procedure with the 
measure is in prospect. The repub- 
licans do not plan to call un the 
resolution until late next week, and 
Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, ad- 
ministration spokesman, will defer 
his remarks until that time. Sen- 
ator McCumber, of North Dakota, 
republican members of the foreign 
relations committee; plans to speak 
soon, however, in opposition. 

Senator Knox charged President 
Wilson with contending arbitrarily 
that the nation still was at war and 
with denying peace to America in 
order to coerce the senate into 
ratifying without change the treaty 
of Versailles. The sentor declared 
that peace legally, asg well as ac- 
tually, now existed and that the 
proposed peace resolution was 
needed to end a “paper” war status 
and to strip the, president of war 
powers. 

“Understanding” Asked. 

Reaffirming his opposition to the 
league of nations. even with the 
senate reservations; Senator Knox 
“ynderstanding” be- 
tween the powers to outlaw war 
and establish a world court. He 
also urged negotiation of a supple- 
mental treaty with Germany to 
provide separate “reciprocal rights 
and obligations.” 

“There was no excuse whatso- 
ever for greatly prolonging the war 
beyond the signature of the armi- 
stice,’ Senator Knox said, “and the 
only explanation for 80 doing was 
the déliberate aim to retain all those 
autocratic compulsory powers with 
which the executive had been en- 
dowed for the- prosecution of the 
war, in order that they might be 
used for other purposes. 

“The welfare and safety of the 
nation imperatively demands that 


we know we have peace.. The whole 
world seethes wtih revolution. Our 
own nation is in ferment and toil. 
Force and strife are rampant and 
threaten the destruction not only 
of our property, but of our free in- 
stitutions and even of our lives. And 
yet we stand and have stood for 
months,~as a rudderless ship, foun- 
dering in the trough of a tremen- 
dous sea. A 

“We must not dare longer to de- 
lay a return to the order of gov- 
ernment of peace; we must not 
hazard a further postponement in 
turning our undivided deliberations 
to our home problems. They are 
great enough to tax the utmost 
wisdom which we possess. As @ 
preliminary step, the executive must 
be returned to his peace-time pow- 
ers and prerogatives. Need, pro- 
priety, wisdom, cannot question 
this.’ 

Knox Sums It Up. 


Senator Knox summed up the le- 
al aspects of the question as fol- 


ows: 

“First—War is actual hostilities. 

“Second—That it was so under- 
stood by our constitutional fathers. 

“Third—That the power to de-,. 
clare war was exclusively with con- 
gress, which created the status of 
war by~R law which, like any other 
law, could be amended, modified or 
repealed. 

“Fourth—That the purpose of the 
war powers ‘of the ‘constitution 
was to give the national govern- 
ment the legal power and practical 
ability to conduct a successful war, 
that is, actual hostilities. 

“Fifth—That war powers could 
not be exercised after actual hos- 
tilities had ceased. 

“Sixth—That the powers the 
president came from two rces, 
that of the chief executive and that 
of commander-in-chief; . . . that 
the powers of neither capacity 
could be invoked to augment the 
other; that he possesse no e€x- 
traordinary powers as chief exeeu-

THE MINNESOTA WAY. 

The federal bureau of education 
notes with gratification a general 
increase in teachers’ salary sched. 
ules for the 1920-21 school year, 
taking the country as a whole; 
which denotes a hopeful and en- 
couraging trend of conditions. 

But even with the general in- 
creases in salaries, the mean level 
of teachers’ pay is still far from be- 
ing commensurate with justice to 
the teaching profession, or with 
the needs of the public. As a 
matter of fact, teachers, in most 
parts of the country, even with the 
increases provided for for next 
year, will still be woefully under- 
paid when their importance and 
value to the communities they 
serve is taken into consideration. 

And the blame for this, at least 
in most states, rests upon the in- 
dividual communities rather than 
upon the states. 

In Georgia, for example, the 
state is doing perhaps all that it 
could reasonably be expected to do 
in the matter of providing financial 
assistance for its public school 
system; but that cannot be said of 
a great majority of the counties 
and individual communities. 

For years efforts have been put 
forth to induce the counties to aid 
their public schools by the levy of 
local taxation specifically for educa- 
tional purposes. One county after 
another was from time to time 
added to the list voting local school 
taxation, until last summer, when, 
the total number of local-taxation 
counties having reached only 765, 
the legislature enacted the Elders- 
Carswell bill, making the county 
school tax principle state-wide in| 
its «pplication. This act, however, 
calling for a constitutional amend- 
ment, mus* be ratified at the polls 
before it becomés a law. It will 
be passed upon by the people at the 
general election next. fall, and no 
doubt will be overwhelmingly rati- 
fied. <a 

Even with that, however, the 
counties and community units of 
government in Georgia are doing 
nowhere nearly as much ag they 
should do for their schools, partic- 
ularly in the matter of adequately 
compensating their teachers. 

Minnesota has adopted a plan 
that in substance ought to be adopt- 
ed by Georgia: That is, the refusal 
of state aid to schools which do not 
pay at least $100 a month to normal 
school graduate teachers and $120 
a month to graduates with two 
years’ experience. 

Georgia, and practically every 
city and school district in the state, 
has suffered and is suffering from 
a shortage of teachers; which state 
of affairs is due solely to the fail- 
ure of the counties and communi- 
ties to hold out to teachers ade- 
quate inducements in the way of 
salaries equal to those paid in other 
lines of employment. 

In other words, the general atti- 
tude of the communities has been 
that of “Let George do it!”— 
“George,” in this instance, being 
the state of Georgia. 

Their whole inclination has been 
to hold back and hoard their re- 
sources, relying upon the state to 
carry the whole, or the major por- 
tion, of the burden of educating 
their children. 

The result is, our teachers are 
compelled to subsist upon what 
amounts virtually to starvation 
wages; and for that reason we 
have a state-wide scarcity of teach- 
ers, and our normal schools are 
poorly patronized because our 
young men and young women, what- 
ever their natural inclinations and 
adaptitude might be, are steering 
clear of entering the teaching pro- 
fession. 

Were Georgia to adopt the Min- 
nesota plan, the state to withhold 
support from districts that fail to 
come up to a certain standard in 
the matter of compensating their 
teachers, this situation would be 
changed—and changed for the good 
of the state, the community, and 
particularly and most important of 
all, for the good of our children.

June it will be practically .impos- 
sible to find a man or a woman 
among them—and there will be a 
humber of women delegates—who 
will raise his or her voice, or cast 
a vote in antagonism to the admin- 
istration of Woodrow Wilson. 

This statement is not made in 
idle prophesy. It is not merely a 
guess; nor the sequence of a wish; 
nor the voice of a fixed policy. 

It is justified, on the contrary. 
by the primary or convention ac- 
tion already taken in nearly half 
of the states in the nation, in many 
of which states an insurgent mowe- 
ment, headed by malcontents and 
chronic antis and Wilson haters, 
had been pushed with unprecedent- 
ed vigor, some of the campaigns in 
opposition to the administration 
reaching over months of aggres- 
sive fighting, with apparently en- 
couraging progress. 

It is significant! Peculiarly so 
at this time when the nation is 
just crossing the threshold from 
the greatest war in its history into 
a reconstruction éra in which new 
business and industrial conditions 
must be shaped to the new prob- 
lems that necessarily have been 
evolved by that war. 

It is significant, too, by reason 
of the towering personnel of the 
insurgent leadership. 

It is further significant in view 
of the efforts made by the republioc- 
an majority, during the year of its 
congressional control, to discredit, 
humiliate and otherwise blacken 
the record of an opposing party, for 
political effects only, thus keeping 
the Congressional Record and the 
republican newspapers of the coun- 
try full of anti-democratic litera-

outside efforts, in this the first post-

senators,,out of petty spite, sought 
to retard and throttle the efforts of 
the commander-in-chief in the con- 
duct of the war. Their attitude of 
nagging, stifling, deferring, and, 
when practicable, nullifying admin- 
istration measures for war co-ordi- 
nation, and for pushing to victory 
the American arms assembled in 
Europe, was the one black spot on 
the history that this battle for de- 
mocracy was making. It became the 
subject of censure from every nook 
and corner of the country, and yet, 
spurred on by the voices of those in 
their home states, who were opposed 


+the mighty solons of 


to the war, or who, for other mo- 


tives, abetted them in their course 
of antagonism, these senators kept 
the fight up. 

As time passed and it became nec- 
essary to carry their records to 
their people and to present their 
case as they had made it, the pev- 
ple, with a mighty voice, began 
to repudiate them. 

First, Senator Vardaman, of 
Mississippi, fell under this wave of 
repudiation. And then Senator Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, succumbed. And 
then Senator Reed was repudiated by 
hisown people by an overwhelming 
voice; and democrats of Oklahoma 
denounced the course of ‘Senator 
Gore. And thus, along the line, 
insurgency 
fellto the voice of pure and unde- 
filed democracy that felt no disposi- 
tion to temporize with enemies 
within.

And then the conventions and pri- 
maries, preparatory to naming del- 
egates to the national democratic 
convention, began. 

Away up in the northwest the 
Dakotas sent up one mighty voice in 
commendation of the party and its 
record in peace and war. 

And then New Hampshire, and 
other states in the east followed, 

Reaching down into .the_ solid 
south, the bed-rock of American 
democracy, North Carolina demo- 
crats met and not one voice was 
raised against the administration, 
but a ringing indorsment of it 
passed by unanimous vote. 

Georgia spoke with equal emphasis, 
and then Missouri, and Kentucky 
and South Carolina and finally the 
great empire state of the southwest, 
Texas, spoke, the democratic voters 
of that state repudiating the efforts 
of the anti-administration leaders 
by a majority of six to one, 

Everywhere it is the same, and in 
all of the delegations that have been 
named to the San Francisco conven- 
tion to this hour, by convention or 
primary, not one single outspoken 
anti-administration man or woman 
has been chosen. 

It is safe to say that not one will 
be chosen from the states yet to act. 

It is a remarkable vindication of 
a record of seven and a half years 
of democratic rule that has made 
good in this country, in peace and in 
war, and that has bronght unprece- 
dented prosperity to all the people. 

* * = * 

The democratic party is greater 
than any individual. Those of us 
who were cradled in it regard its 
tenets with the sacredness of the 
tenets of our church, 
are priceless. It has been respon- 
sible for more constructive legisla- 
tion, of nationwide interest to the 
great common people of America, 


‘during seven years, than the repub- 


lican party has written upon the 
statute books in a generation. 
There may be mistakes on the part 
of the individual leaders. No man 
is infallible. But the democrats of 
America, in convention, will not see 
their party, to which they cling 
with the pride of a birthright, 
stabbed from within in the hour 
when they are preparing to meet 
the attacks of a common foe from 
without. 


The San Francisco convention 
will be no place for antis. They 
would indeed be so lonesome in that 


great body of loyal party men and 
women that they would be lost in 
their own reflections on a mig- 
suided purpose.

| HEALTH TALKS | 


I. A. T. and Poor Circulation. 

It has taken me fifteen years to 
find out what a patient means by 
“poor circulation.” “Poor circula- 
tion” means cold hands and feet. 

There is, at least ina great many 
cases, a direct relation between I 
A. T. anc “poor circulation.” 

I. A. T. is intra-abdominal ten- 
sion. meaning the degree of pres- 
sure maintained within the abdomi- 
nal cavity. When the I. A. TT. is 
low, blood distribution throughout 
the bedy is correspondingly poor. 
Mind, I do not say that low I. A. T. 
is the only cause of cold hands and 
cold feet. It is a common cause. 
Many youths and young adults an- 
swer to this description: Under- 
weight, s.ow pulse, widely open or 
“large” eyes, mouth too moist, ex- 
cessive hydrochloric acid secretion 
in stomach, abnormal flushings or 
sweating, obstinate spastic consti- 
pation, a tendency to asthmatic at- 
tacks or perhaps a feeling of ina- 
bility to expire although inspira-” 
tion is not difficult, perhaps a 
“lump” in the gullet or behind the 
heart, and always cold hands and 
feet. Here is a fine selection of 
symptoms, more symptoms than I 
have ventured to mention in months 
before. Help yourselves, neurot- 


ics. These symptoms, recited to 
your doctor, ere likely to win for 
you the title of “nedtrotic” or “ner- 
vous patient.” We healers, of all 
brands vr “schools” (though too

have a way of dubbing conditions 
we are a bit uncertain about “neu- 
and calling the sufferers 
“neurotics.” A receygt variation of 
the theme is “vagotonia” and “vag- 
otonics,” which still leaves us dang- 
ling, although we are getting 
warmer. 

Take one of the “neurotics” or 


“vagotonics” just described with a 
wealt,..of symptoms, place him or 
her supine and gently lay a heavy 
sandbag on the abdomen; very soon 
the hands and feet will begin to get 
warm. <A well fitted corset or ab- 
dominal supporter accomplishes the 
same result in a less thorough man- 
ner, but unfortupately the abdomi- 
nal splint has but a temporary ef- 
fect. Its permanent effect is rath- 
er to lower JI. A. T.: The explana- 
tion of this effect on the circulation 
is increase of I. A. T. by the weight 
of the sandbag or the pressure of 
the corset or other splint. 
Somersaults momentarily dis- 
tribute the blood which is stagnat- 
ing in the great splanchnic pool, 
warming up the hands ana feet, 
brightening up the dull or sallow 
complexion, clearing the cobwebs 
away from the business part of the 
cerebrum. But somersaults are not 
exercise and unfortunately the one 
way to increase I. A. T. permanent- 
ly is by developing the abdominal 
Kurporting muscles. 
am sorry about this, 
can’t take tae remedy in 
or have it :ubbed in by a masseur. 
In order to maintain an efficient 
and comfortable I. A. T. you simply 
must indulge in several] minutes, at 
least. of actual exercise every day. 
So annoying, isn’t it? Don't try to 
take your exercip in clothes. 
Women’s corsets and pretty boy 
clothes of the sort wished on the 
male specimen today are not built 
fer i. A. F. They are built for 
slouches. The way to exercise is 
naked. Or as nearly so as possible.

MERCHANTS AID URGED 
IN ANTE-WEEVIL FIGHT 


Strong resolutions urging Georgia 
merchants, especially dealers in 
tarm supplies, fertilizers and cwt- 
ton, to secure and store as early 
as possible, supplies of calcium arse- 
nate to be available to the faymer 
for use as a spray in poisoning the 
boll weevil, have been adopted by 
the committee appointed by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture J. . 
Brown and were made public by 
Mr. Brown yesterday. ) 

In appointing his committee, Mr 
Brown called attention to the fact 
that the lateness of the season this 
year was going to prove an aimost 
insuperable handicap ot farmers in 
raising a crop of cotton unless mer- 
chants and cotton men gave everv 
assistance in dealing with the boll 
weevil. Mr. Brown anticipates that 
the boll weevil will penetrate far 
into the northern section of the 
State this year, including in its rav- 
ages counties as far north as Bar- 
tow and Floyd, and that it will do 
incomparably more damage than it 
has in any preceding year. 

The crisis, he says, is a most se- 
rious one and the farmers will need 
every assistance in securing cal:sium 
arsenate, together with spraying 
machines and instruction as to their 
proper use. The resolution follows: 

‘‘Resolved, first, That the merchants and 
especially dealers in fertilizers, farm sup- 
plies and cotton, be urged to procure and 
place in storage as carly as possible, sup- 
plies of calcium arsenate avaiable to the 
farmer for use as a spray in poisoning tke 
boll weevil and, also, a supply of spraying 
machines, this in view of the growing scarci- 
ty of. these materials and the great neces- 
sity of access to them -by thé farmers at the 
critical time when*the boll weevil appears; 
and that commercial orgavizations and banks 
be requested to aid in this work. 

**Resolved, second, That the state bureau 
of markets, farm demonstration agents, and 
all others engaged in agricultural welfare 
work be requested to urge the cotton grow- 
ers to use calcium arsenaté, which has been 
approved by the United States department of 
agriculture, the state departments and col- 
leges of agriculture of the southern states, 
and to instruct the farmers how to use it 
and where it may be procured. 

‘Resolved, third, That the commissioner 
of agriculture and each member of this com- 
mittee be requested to furnish those con- 
cerned and the public generally, where the 
calcium arsenate and the spraying machines 
may be obtained.’’

May Charge 33 Cents 
For Sugar Obtained 
From Outside Dealers 


Atlanta merchants are allowed to 
charge the unprecedente price of 33 
cents per pound for sugar obtained 
from dealers who purchase from 
wholesalers obtaining their sup- 
plies from markets other than that 
served by the Savannah refinery, it 
was announced yesterday by John 
A. Manget, Georgia fair price com- 
missioner. In making the announce- 
ment Mr. Manget pointed out the 
government agents are checking up 
onall sales, and that no considera- 
tion will be shown to retailers who 
charge consumers the new price for 
sugar purchased at the lower figure 
which is quoted on the Savannah 
refiner’s product, 

Owing to the sugar famine in 
this locality, it has been neccessary 
for wholesalers to enter other mar- 
kets to obtain a supply of sugar 
at whatever by ge could, it is 
explained. alker Bros. company 
paid 28% cents per pound for two 
car lots, which makes the con- 
sumers’ price 33 cents, allowing 1% 
cents to the obber and 3 cents to the 
retailer. 

‘‘Retailers will receive from their job- 
bers,’’ says the commissioner, ‘‘and jobbers 
will receive from the Savannah refinery At- 
lanta’s allowance of sugar at the old price 
of 16% cents to the jobbers, 17% cents to the 
retailers and 20% cents to the consumer. 
All merchants are warned against selling 
this cheaper sugar at the pfice they are 
authorized to charge for sugar costing thenr 
v0 cents.’’ 

In urging co-operation, Mr. Manget states: 

‘‘The retail merchants who desire to keep 
faith with their customers are urged to ex- 
jobbers’ invoices showing the 
price paid for sugar on the dates sold. This 
will keep down considerable ill feeling 
against the retailers by the consumers who 
are charged this unprecedented price for 
sugar.’’ \

For the second time in two years,

crowned trapshooting champion for 
the state of Georgia. He won his 
title yesterday afternoon at the At- 
lanta Gun cluib, by virtue of the 
fine score turned in by him, the lo- 
cal expert breaking 287 ®irds out 
of a possible 300 for the two days’ 
shooting.
